_ Introducing the Air Estimates 
in the Houge. of Commons,’ Mr. 
PF. Nene Une Secretary for 
Air, said that the revised total of

The piratical attack on the's.a. 
Deli Maru and the subsequent cap- 
ture of a Chinesa on September 20, 
1929, had a sequel at the Supreme 
Court this morning when two Chi- 
nese wore arraigned before the 
Chief Justice, Sir Henry Gollan, on 
charges relating to obtaining 
ransom money from the friends of.

Mr. H, Somerset Fitzroy, Crown 
Attorney, prosecuted, and the case 
for the defence was conducted by 
Mr. Leo d’Almada, jun., instructed 
by Messrs, Geo.

_ MR. B. BRACKEN ON STATE . 
INTERFERENCE. 


ECONOMIC COUNCIL « 

Mr. Brendan Bracken, M.P., for 
North Paddington, a well-known 
financial authority, treated “Social- 
ists and the Bank of England” as 
the subject of the fortnightly lec- 
ture of the Individual Movement 
at Caxton Hall, Victoria Street, 
London. 

Supporting his view that it was 
through the Bank of England that 
the Socialist Party would seek to 
thelr theortes, Mr. 
Bracken quoted “Labour and the 
Nation,” Mr..Ramasy MacDonald, 
Sir Oswald Mosley and Mr. Phillip 
Snowden, The Prime Minister 
had declared there should be es- 
tablished a new relationship be- 
tween the Bank and the State and 
that the Bank of England should 
be vested in a public corporation. 
Sir Oswald Mosley wanted a 
State bank to grant overdrafts for 
the payment of wages fixed by an 
economic council. 

Mr. Philip Snowden wrote in-‘The 
Banker of May, 1927, that the banks 
were the arbiters of the financial 
destinies of the world, and the 
Bank of England had been the ins. 
trument which had brought a 
bankrupt Europe to some measure 
of: financial stability. Political 
motives he had said never influenc- 
ed the directors of the Bank 
of England, and that it was the 
greatest moral authority in the 
world of financial institutions and 
had impregnable stability. . 


“It does seem curious,” added 
Mr. Bracken, “that Mr. Snowden, 
holding these views, should have 
permitted the distribution of 
“Labour and the Nation” in his 
constituency. I thought he might 
have put an embargo on such fal- 
Jacious literature, ‘but I find that 
in his division it wag most exten- 
sively circulated and was support- 
ised Mr. Snowden with his appro- 
val.” 

As to what ground there was for 
nutionalisation of the- Bank of 
England, ‘the Yirst‘question to be 
asked was: “Has the Bank of 
England . appropriated undue pro- 
fits?” In 200 years it had never 
paid a dividend in exceas of 12 
per cent., never capitalised its re- 
serve,,or given any bonus, 12 per 
cent, It would be agreed, was a 
very reasonable return on its 
capital invested, 

Another reason which might 
justify nationalisation of the Bank 
would be if the directors represent. 
ed ‘any sectional interest and used 
their power to confer benefits upon 
individual industries. No such 
suggestion had ever been made, 
and, indeed, thero could be no 
justification for any such sug- 
gestion, 


Foreign Examples 


As examples of . State inter- 
ference with banking, Mr. Bracken 
cited the Bank of Spain, which had 
almost sunk'under the obligations 
‘jt was forced to enter into by the 
State, and for 100 years had been 
struggling to build up the position 
it had lost. The Bank of France 
in 1926 disclosed that the Govern- 
ment .had falsified the balance 
sheet in order to hide illegal ad~- 
vances made to the State. 

“You can never trust a State in 
its relations with the central 
bank,” declared Mr. Bracken. “It 
is the easiest way, instead of 
taxing the community; to use ita 
power to debase currency or raid 
every single reserve which ‘the 
central bank may have.” The 
financial histories of Germany, 
Austria, Poland and Hungary are 
also ‘records of the predatory at- 
tempts of the State to secure funds 
by impinging upon the reserves of 
the central banks.’

ARE YOU AFRAID OF 
SUNSTROKE? 


LADY LECTURER ‘SAYS THE 
TOPEE 1S NOT NECESSARY 


SUNDATHS ADVOCATED 


The value of sunbaths for 
babies- and children was advocat- 
ed by Mrs, Dovey, one of the 
Colony'’s Medical Officers, in an 
informative lecture at the Helena 
May Institute, last evening on 
“Child Welfare in the Tropics.” 
Mrs, Dovey intimated that the 
topee was not neceasary and sald 
that the word “Sunstroke’ was 
wrong. There were two terms, 
“heat stroke’ and “light stroke” 
which should take its place. Heat 
stroke. could be a real danger 
owing to the burning of. the skin, 
but it could only be got through 
long exposure to the sun which 
would be painful. Light stroke 


.feould be got through the oyes, but 


could he avoided by wearing a 
hat with a green lining. There 
was little danger she thought in 
encouraging children to run about 
naked in the sun for short perfods 
provided a hat with a green lin- 
ing was used. Sunbatha, she be- 
lieved, were, good, and might be 
started when the baby was still 
young. A few minutes sunning 
on a verandah would do to begin 
with, later 15 to 20 minutes would 
be enough. The results should be 
carefully watched and the time 
regulated accordingly. 
Problem of Amahs 

Dealing ‘with the problem ‘of 
amahs, the speaker said that o 
great deal of nonsense was talked 
on this subject.. .The amah should 
be strong, healthy and cheerful, and 
though it was not always easy to 
find a really good baby’ amah they 
were obtainable. “From no-one,” 
she sald, “will the good mistress 
receive better service than from a 
Chinese amah.” The amah, {f sho 
waa good, might be trusted to wash 
and dress the child, and to prepare 
its battle, but the task of thinking 
and planning of discipline and good 
behaviour was the mother’s job, 
and could not be left to the amah. 
Provided the mother only allowed 
the amah to do what it. was in her 
power to do she ‘made ‘an excellent 
nurse, but there were things which 
were beyond the province of an 
uneducated woman. The import- 
ance of forbidding the children 
access to the kitchen ‘and servants’ 
quarters was ‘impressed by the 
speaker. There were grave reasons 
for this, and mothers should pay 
special attention to this matter.

“PRIESTS DEATH | SMITHFIELD FIRE | HAREM RAIDED __ 


- Alleged Murder by . 
Three Men 


SUFFOCATED BY GAG 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. T. S. 
Whyte-Smith opened hearing, at 
the Kowloon Magistracy, of the 
case in which four Chinese are 
charged with the alleged murder 
of an aged Buddhist priest at 
Kowloon City on February 15, 

The’ Buddhist priest, Cheung 
Hung-chun (61) was murdered 
shortly after 3 p.m., at his house, 
) The only other 
person in the house at the time 
was a girl of 14 who was the old 
man’s servant. She answered a 
knock on the front door at about 
8.15 p.m., and admitted three men. 
They pretended: that they wanted 
to obtain the priest’s services for 
a Buddhist ceremony. Then, 
whilst the girl was in the kitchen, 
she heard a commotion and when 
she rushed to the front room she 
saw’ the three men attathing he 
master. . 

One of the men dragged the 
girl into a cubicle, where they 
gagged her and bound her with 
wire. 

The priest was treated in a 
similar manner and medica! evi- 
dence, said Mr. L. R. Andrewes, 
would show that he was suffocat- 
‘ed owing to his gag being pushed 
too far down his throst, 

The girl heard the three in- 
truders force open some drawers 
in the rear cubicle. They ap- 
parently ransacked the drawers 
and then departed. After a while 
the. girl managed to release her- 
eelf and went to the ‘Police. 

The case was adjourned.

The pan containing the wax might 
or not have been leaky. 

Lees Kwong, master of the shop, 
in evidence, actvanced the opinion 
that the fire probably originated 
from thé chatty. He thought. that 
possibly some of the burning char- 
coal sent out sparks and so start- 
ed the fire. i

It is cheap, The only real heavy 
initial cost is of supplying and fit 
ting on board a really compact and 
economical installation for pulver- 
ising the coal on board, one which 
will not deprive the shipwner gt 
too much cargo space. 

Admittedly, there are certain 
difficulties tobe overcome with the 
use of powdered fuel, the formation

of slag on the inner aurfaces of tha 
boiler, the most suitable length for 
the flame, the uniformity of feed 
of the powdered fuel. But I think 
the secret of success in this connec- 
tion, is to design and build a 
marine boiler for the’ special pur- 
pose of burning pulverised fuel. 
Obviously, powdered fuel will al- 
ways show itself at a disadvantage 
if it has to be used ina boiler built 
for one purpose but- used for 
another. A conversion job can 
never be wholly satisfactory. Cert’ 
tain difficulties have to be over. 
come, but what else is the daily 
work of the engineer but to meet 
difficulties and to overcome them? 

Without dipping too deeply into 
finance or quoting statistics to any 
| bewildering extent, I would ask you 
to compare the coat of the internal- 
combustion installation with the 
cost of that of the reciprocating 
engine, and in the same way to 
compare the cost of upkeep on run- 
ning charges, fully recognising that 
cost and expense are ever upper- 
most in the shipowners’ mind. 
Compare a vessel of both propulsive 
types and of similar size running 
voyages round the world and ‘not 
any selected ports or particular sea 
route, The. reciprocating engine 
burning powdered fuel (or under a 
coal consumption) will be found far 
more favourable in cost of upkeep. 

Relative osts 

Oil costs nominally say £3 103. 
per ton for the internal-combustion 
engine, and to which must be add- 
ed the cost of the lubricating oil, 
which is far in excess of the re- 
ciprocating engine. Suppose we 
take 3,000,000 tons of coal at aay. 
25s per ton, being an average price 
of bunkering coal all over the 
world, Instead of 3,000,000 tons of 
‘oil fuel at say £3 103 per ton, who 
gets the benefit? 

I sincerely hope we may look for- 
ward to a more general use of pul- 
verised coal and this will happen 
if we adapt our engines and boilers 
to the perfect use of it. To this 
end the attention and energies of 
the engineers of our society should 
be directed. 


Particles Too Big 

Mr. C. M. Burls, of London, 
thought the great point of pulveris- 
ed fuel was its degree of fineness. 
At present the particles were ‘too 
Dr. Diesel based his ideas 
on the explosion of coal dust in tho 
mine, where the dust was so fine 
that it often rested In the air. for 
days at a time. Before pulverised 
fuel was a success the coal had to 
be made so fine that it could ‘bo 
treated like a liquid or a gas,

$.S. Columbus of

and speed of ships and demand for 
up-to-date equipment and decora- 
tion. In consequence orders for 
larger, faster and artistically fur- 
nished ships were placed and 
four large fast liners commission- 
ed: Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, 
Kronprinz Wilhelm, Kaiser Wil- 
helm I and Kronprinzesgin 
Cecilie.

The shipping trade of China 
during the year ending September 
1, 1929, calls for little comment, 
having been carried on under nor- 
mal conditions, writes Mr. H. B. 
Fox, C.M.G., Commercial Counsel- 
lor, British Legation, Peking, ‘in 
shis report to the Department of 
Overseas Trade on the economic 
conditions in China.

One of these companies, the 
China Navigation Company, main- | 
tains a river and coasting fleet of 
68-vessels of a net registered 
tonnage of 72,024 exclusively en- 
gaged In the trade, their total 
fleet in China waters amounting 
to 74 steamers with a gross ton- 
nage of approximately 150,000, 
The other British company, the 
Indo-China Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, owns a fleet of 27 veasels 
with a net.reglatered tonnage of 
43,710, exclusively employed in the 
China coast and river trade. 
These figures do not include some 
20 vessels of considerably larger 


.| tonnage employed in the’ com- 


panies’ services between China 
and Hong Kong, Bangkok, Straits 
Settlements and India.

The 
Jones-White Act which came into 
force in, 1928.enablea the. United 
States Government to subsidise 
steamship _ lines for mail- carrying 

urposes. 

That facility is being used to the 
utmost. Not only are shipping 
lines being subsidised as mail 
carriers but they are boing assisted 
with enormous loans at low inter- 
est to build new. tonnage. 

In a little over 18 months a-sum 
of £14,760,000 .has been advanced 
for this purpose, and so ambitious 
is the Amorican building plan that 
it is estimated that before 1935 
£52,000,000 will have been expended 
on new tonnage. 

‘In addition to this there are the 
“mail subsidies.” The appropria- 
tion in this respect for one year is 
officially given as £2,600,000, but 
that figure is to, be raised, by the 
subsidising of additional lines, to 
£4,000,000 per annum. 

For instance, one new line which 
is to function with five steamers of 
17 to 18 knots speed between Bal- 
timore and Hamburg is to receive 
£250,000 a year. In all the Ameri-

Hong Kong is an island about |" 
10 miles long and from 2 to 6% 
miles broad, with a total area of 
82 square miles; It lics close to 
the mainland, being separated at 
one point by a narrow = atrait 
(Lyemoon) not more.than a quar- 
ter-mile wide, and was firat occupi- 
ed by Great Britain -in January, 
1841, and was formally ceded by 
the Treaty of Nanking in’ 1842;

’ A Free Port 

The capital of the colony is 
Victoria, which Hos along the 
northern shore of the island, facing 
the mainland; and between the 
mainland and the city is the har- 
bour which ia one of the finest in 
the world, with a water area of 
some'10 square miles. ‘With the 
‘exception of liquor and tobacco the 
port‘is free, and is fortified. It 
possesses excellent locks, capable 
of holding the largest vessels for 
the purposes of repair. There is a 
considerable ship repairing and 
construction industry. Shipping 
entered (1923) 26,701,120 tons, A 
railway, of which 23 miles belong 
to the Government, runs from Kow- 
loon to Canton; the length north 
of the Sham Chun River (which Js 
the boundary of the British terri- 
tory) is controlled by the Chinese 
Government. A light railway rune 
through the fertile valleys of the 
north-east portion of the New 
Territories from Fanling to ‘Sha- 
tau-kok, a distance of 7 miles. 
Good roads connect the principal 
diatricts with the railway. 


Climate . 


The island’ is broken in shape 
and mountainous, the highest point 
being Victoria -Peak, which is 
about 1,820 feet high. The Peak 
District is a favourite place of 
residence, and is reserved.. for 
Europeans. The new Territories |" 
contain peaks from 1,800 ‘to 8,000 
feet. The hot season lasts ‘from 
May to October. During the win- 
ter months, from November to 
March, the climate is -coolor, ‘drier, 
and more Invigorating. The aver- 
age daily maximunf temperature 
ranges from 87 degrees in July to 
68 degrees in February, and the 
average daily minimum tempera- 
ture from 78 degrees: in. July to 55 
degrees {n February.’ The average

The fall from power of General 
Primo de Rivera, the Spanish 
Dictator, is being followed by 
serious disturbanzes in Spain, 
wrote the London Daily Mail in 
mail‘week, aince when de Rivera ,bas 
passed away.

Messages ftom Madrid report 
that violent personal abuse of King 
Alfonso js prevalent throughout the 
country and that grave industrial 
disturbances have broken out; in 
Madrid, the capital, and elsewhere. 

“Long live the Republic!" was 
the cry of some 4,000 strikers -iny 
the Valencia district, and there 
have been digorderly scenes around 
Barcelona.

Woman’s Possession 
of Opium 


DEFENCE FAILS 

The Chinese woman, Kwan 
Foon, was again before Mr. R. E. 
Lindsell this morning in connec- 
tion with the charge against her 
of unlawful possession of 410 
taels of prepared non-Government 
oplum, worth 34,920, which Re. 
venue Officer Grimmitt found con- 
cealed in a hollowed out window 
frame on the ground floor of 65, 
Bonham Road, of which accused 
was alleged to have admitted that 
she was the principal tenant, aftor 
another woman had. pointed her 
out as such, 

When the case. was before the 
Court on'’Monday his Worship gave 
a remand because he suggested 
that it would be more satiafac- 
tory if the landlord could be 
brought up to clear up the ques- 
tion of who was the principal 
tenant. _ 

Rent Collector's Bvidence 


This morning Poon Kwan, rent 
collector, said that the floor had 
been rented since the 10th moon 
by a man who gave his name as 
Chan. Kam. - Since then he had re- 
ceived rent once from the hands ‘of 
the man, and subsequently from 
some woman or other on the pre- 
mises. He was unable to recog- 
‘nise- any of the women. 

Mr. Horace Lo then submitted 
that the rent collector's evidence 
had corroborated the accused at 
least on the point of her statement 
that the principal tenant was, Chan 
Kam, or Kan, 

Mr. Lindsell replied that he had 
no evidence that she had made 
such a statement. R.O. Grimmitt, 
in crogs-examination, had denied 
that accused had “mentioned any 
name to him. He asked Mr, Lo 
if he was prepared to place his 
client in the box. 

In Favour of Accused 

Mr. Lo suggested that his Worship 
had intimated at the previous hearing 
that he would decide the case,on the 
evidence of the landlord, and the evid» 
ence that they had heard was in favour 
of the accused. 

Mr. Lindsell said that what ho had 
Meant was that if the accused was 
pointed out as the person who paid the 
rent, it would be in favour of tho 
prosecution, and if, on the other hand, 
{t was stated definitcly that she did not 
pay the rent, then it would be in 
favour of the defence. But the ovid. 
ence which they had heard did not in- 
cline either way. 

Mr. Lo: But it is definite that she 
is not the principal tenant. 

Mr. Lindsell: For all I know to the 
contrary, she might be tho principal 
tenant’s wife, - amie’ 

Accused was then placed in tho wit- 
ness box, and in reply to Mr. Lo said 
that she occupied ‘the verandah for 
which she paid $3. She was not re- 
lated to the principal tenant of the 
house, She remembered ‘the opium 
raid, but the drug was not hers, Sho 
had been in the house only since 
February 18 and had paid rent to 
Chan Kam. . 

“Made Me Admit” 


The Magistrate then questioned 
the accused and in reply to his first 
question: as to whether she remem- 
bered R. O, Grimmitt asking who 
was the principal tenant, accused 
said: “The Inspector made me ad- 
mit.” " 

Asked to explain her statement, 
accused modified. it by saying that 
she had been told to admit but did 
not do so, : 

At the conclusion’ of his examina- 
tion of the accused, Mr, Lindaell 
sald that he could not consider: that 
sho had in any way shaken the 
evidence given by R. O. Grimmitt.

‘CRUELTY TO FOWLS 


Definite Ruling from the 
Bench 


3.P.C.A. SUGGESTIONS 

That tying chicken by the 
‘legs to be weighed, in scales, 
did not constitute definite 
cruelty ‘and that. there was 
no neceasity to tle the wings, 
was the ruling made by Mr. T. S. 
Whyte-Smith at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy this’ morning when three 


Chinese fokis of poultry dealers of|- 


the Mongkok Market appeared on 
separate charges of crucity to a 
chicken, a goose and three chickens, 
respectively. 

Mz. J. M. Remedios appeared for 
the first two defendants and plead- 
ed “not guilty.” . 

Mr. Fowler and Mr. O’Brien, 
both Inspectors of the S.P.C.A. were 
also present, while Mr. L. Reidy, 
M.R.C.V.S,, watched the case on be- 
half of the Sanitary Board. 

Sub-Inspector Cheater- Woods 
and Sergeant Barnicle prosecuted 
jontly for the Police. 

Taking the case in turn, a con- 
stable stated that on March 14 he 
was in plain clothes at the market 
when he saw the defendant tle a 
chicken up by the legs and wings, 
weigh it, take the money for it, 
and then hand it over to a cus- 
tomer.” 

‘Questioned by Mr. Remedios aa 
to whether he knew any other way 
in which a chicken could be welgh- 
ed, witness replied that it could 
be weighed by the legs with head 
downward, or in a small basket! 


Since the Colony Began 

Mr. Remedios said that this 
methad of tying up the legs and 
wings to welgh had been done since 
the Colony of Hong Kong began, 
and he would like to ace a suggestion 
como from the Bench. : 

The second defendant, who was to be 
charged with cruelty to n goose was 
absent, but sent his foki to answer in 
his stead. However, his bail of $20 
was estreated. . a 

On behalf of the stall holders Mr. 
Remedios asked his Worship to suggest 
any other method to weigh birds and 
fowls, so that they could have somo 
definite atanding and not be constantly 
brought up and fined for cruelty. 

In the third case it was stated’ by a 
constable that the defendant tied’ tho 
legs of three chickens together in pre- 
paration for weighing, but he. was 
quickly stopped. 

The Correct Way . 

Inspector Fowler then remarked that 
the S.P.C.A, held that carrying the 
chickens by their wings was definito 
cruelty, The correct way to carry a 
chicken was to put the legs between 


the customer’s fingers so as the body, 


could rest on the palm of the hand. 
He suggested that chickens should be 
weighed In o basket or other receptacle. 

‘His Worship: How would you keep 
the chickens in the basket? : 

Mr. Fowler ‘replied that the legd 
could be ticd. Weighing by tho legs, 
could cause a. temporary pain, and a 
{ttle distress. 

Mr, L. Reidy yemarked that the 
whole question was.one of weighing the 
fowls. In the past the. market stall 
holders had been grumbling against 
buying special apparatus just for the 
purpose of wolghing chickens. That 
would certainly raise the price of chice 
kens for the poorer class of people. 

His Worship sald that he held the 
the first defendant's treatment to 
the chicken to be definite cruelty, 
and Imposed a fine of $10. He 


discharged the foki who rapresented | 


the second defendant who had his 
bail estrented, and also discharged 
the third defendant. 
Definite Cruelty. 
Mr. Fowler said that weighing 
one chicken by the legs at a time was 


quite atl right, and he agreed on that|- 


point with his Worship. But when 
several chickens were bunched to- 
gother to -be weighed: it would tend 
to tighten the strings and thus pro- 
bably cut the fowls’ legs. He sug- 
gested that for the purpose of 
weighing several chickens 4 .amall 
basket should be used.

ROWE HARDING'S 
MEMOIRS 


AN ADVOCATE OF STATE 
CONTROL FOR SPORT 


Rowe Harding, the old Cam- 
bridge “Rugger” captain, and one 
of the most famous Welsh interna- 
tional wings of post-war days, has 
issued hig reminiscences, writes 
C. W. Packford in the Sporting 
Life. And very interesting ‘they 
are, for “Rowe”, who has now prac- 
tically retired from the game, and 
is professionally engaged at Swan- 
sea, has had an attractive career 
in many different countries. 

But some of his views are really 
-extraardinary, and almost lead one 
to believe he ia merely engaged in 
the fascinating pastime, to some 
peculiar " individuals, of — “leg- 
pulling” at the expense of the 
authorities, 

If he is sincere in his expressed 
opinions he cannot reasonably ex- 
pect to be generally supported in 
them, for he is advocating prin- 
ciples which the Rugby Union and 
the International Board would not 
countenance for.a momént. 

Expenses for Touring Teams? 

Aa I understand him, he is 30 
concerned for British Rugby 
prestige abroad that he favours a 
policy which will enable any man 
worthy of a place in our touring 
teams to be included—if he can- 
not personally afford the incidental 
expenses of the trip—by giving him 
financial assistance. He goes even 
further than this, for he suggests 
that Government agsistance. should 
be given to such men, and that, in 
addition, the Government should 
guarantee them their positions Sn 
their return, or provide them with 
others equally valuable. 

Rowe Harding should really 
know better. If there is‘one thing 
we do ‘not desire to see introduced 
inta the sport of the country it is 
Government interference or assist- 
ance. it may be remembered that 
shortly after the war there was a 
mild crusade “ advocating the 
establishment of a Ministry | of 
Sport,-and the name of a famous 
amateur cricketer was seriously 
advanced as being a suitable in- 
‘dividual to guide its destinies. 

The idea was that all sporting 
matters of an international charac- 
ter should only. be carried out 
under the direct | jurisdiction of 
this Government department, 
which would control such activities 
by any sporting authority. When 
the members and officials of the 
M.C.C., the Rugby Union, the F.A., 
the A.A.A,, and the other leading 
unions and associations had ° re- 
covered from their mirth, they dis- 
covered that the suggestion had 
been dropped like a hot brick by 

. the Ingenious authors. 
Advocates State Control 
We ‘shall never witness the in- 
* troduction of State control over 
our sport, Why should there be? 
Surely our various pastimes’ are 
sufficiently well governed by men 
who, voluntarily and at a consider- 
able sacrifice of time and leisure, 
render those engaged in them real- 
ly magnificent service. Rowe 
Harding's idea is not Utoplan; it 
. is simply one which, I firmly be- 
lieve, would not be considered for 
a-moment. At any rate, 
‘speak for the Rugby, Union in the 
matter. 3 

There {s, course, a very real diff 
culty in obtaining the assistance 
of our best players for our most 
important Rugby Union tours’ to 
South Africa, Australia, and New 
Zealand, and this is mainly due to 


the fact that employers of labour, 


over here do not, or cannot, take 
the same view as do those in the 
Dominions, The very heat avall- 
able men from overseas arrive here 
on every occasion because thoy are 
granted the necessary leave of ab- 
sence by the heads of their firms 
or business, because these sports- 
men regard ‘it as an honour that 
-any of their men should be called 
‘upon .for international engage: 
ments, 
The Welsh. international alo 
makes the statement that not, for 
_ thirty years have we sent a team

to our Colonics that haa returned 


with a record of which we may be 


proud. Is this true? Well, in 
1904, twenty-six years ago, D. RB. 
(* Darkie ") Bedell - Sivuight’s 
British team’ visited Australia and 
New Zealand, and only loat two of 
their nineteen engagements, acor: 
ing 287 pointa to 84. ‘In 1908 
AaP. Harding and his men won 16 
of their 26 matches, scoring 309 
pointy .againat 201, and in the three 
tours to South Africa—in 1903, 
3910, and 1924—we altogether won 
more victories than we suffered de- 
feats. 
A Clean Hard Game 

And it must be remembered that 
in 1924, R. Cove-Smith, the British 
captain, was faced with a succes- 
sion of Injuries to players which 
made a considerable difference to 
the effectivencss of the team. 
Why, one of them, W. F. Gaisford, 
of St. Bart's, was 80 badly injured 
in practice ‘before a game was 
played that he ‘did not turn out 
once during the tour, and that re- 
Uoubtable Irish forward, “Jammy” 
Clinch, frequently had to play at 
full back In impertant encounters. 

But, after all, is the actual win- 
ning of games on a Dominions tour 
our most Important objective? As 
long as our men play a clean, hard 
game, which they always do, lack 
of success cannot possibly affect 
our sporting prestige among our 
own kith and kin—rather the re- 
verse, especially when it is recog- 
nised that we may not be repre- 
sented by all our best. players.

SCIENTIST’S AID FOR 
GOLFERS 


SIR JAMES HENDERSON'S 
“ GADGET” 
THE PERFECT SWING 

One of the greatest mathematical 
braing in the world has been ap- 
plied to the problem of golf, writes 
Commander H. M. Daniel, D.S.O., 
R.N,, in the Daily Mail. A dis. 
tinguished acientist has construct- 
ed a “gadget” which has won the 
praise of Fred Robson, the Cooden 
Beach professional. 

Sir James Henderson, for many 
years Director of Gyroscopic Re- 
search to the Admiralty, Is a golf 
enthusiast. But, like many others, 
he became exasporated by tha 
manifold injunctions designed to 
produce the perfect swing of the 
club. Body, wrists, knee, head, 
| shouldera, and hips are all involv- 
ed, and concentration on one is too 
apt to be at the expense of the 
others. 

Emphasising this 1o me, Sir 
James produced for my Inspection 
a tiny device for fixing to the head 
of a driver. He placed an electric 
reading-lamp on the floor of his 
study and defined -a pattern-spot on 
the carpet as an Iniaginary ball.

‘CHINESE MARRIAGE CUSTOMS 


HOROSCOPE IMPORTANCE 


Old Established Ceremonials Described 


The following full description of the various ceremonials attach- 
ing to a Chinese wedding is, given by K.C.C. in the Straits Chinese 
\ 


Annual: 


It may be noted that a few items in the repertory have a 


doubtful or igin—not quite Chinese, in fact. 


Indeed, in some cases, 


they distinctly appear’ to be purely Malayan accretions, having 


apparently no precedents in Chinese practice. 


In the matter of 


adulteration the Straits Hokien community may be said to be the 


greatest inventors! 


Chinese parents do not consider 
their duty to their son ended until 
they yet him properly settled down; 
und when they judge the time ripe 
for action, all they need do is to 
drop a gentle hint or two to the 
match-makers, who, a8 a class, are 
among the most enterpr’ ising and re- 
yourceful in the ' world. These 
match-makers, each of whom claims 
to have good connections, would 
throw out “feelers” and gather in 
the horoscopes of likely candidates, 
for purpose of comparison, one at a 
time. . The rule fs for the horoscope 
of the irl to be taken by the! match- 
maker and handed over to the young 
man’s people for examination. The 
young man’s horodcope is hardly, if 
ever, made over to the girl's people 

Families atickling for observance 
of custom usually retain the girl's 
horoscope in the house for three 
days before proceeding to the more 
important business of close scrutiny. 
The document is generally put 
underneath the joss-bow! in the hall 
where the family-praying is done. 
If nothing untoward happens with- 
in that period, then the horoscope is 
taken, together, with the ‘young 
man's, to a fortune-teller whose 
busineas it is to scrutinize very 
carefully the two documents, to find 
wherein they  ¢ross and = are 

“antagonistic, and at what points 
they harmonize. It is very rarely 
indeed that two horoscopes are 
discavered to harmonize without a 
flaw; and therefore where the net 
result of a comparison falls within 
the margin of safety there are to- 
lerable chances of the match com; 
ing off. The girl's horoscope, as 
may be expected, is subject to a very 
searching scrutiny, in an endeavour 
to discover the favourable points— 
how many good stars there are in 
the girl’s life. There is the star of 
good fortune which indicates that 
the young lady is going to bring 
wenlth to her future husband, the 
star which points to the probability 
of having numerous offspring who 
‘ean be expected to worship at the 
ancestral tablet, and the star of 
longevity, and so on ad infinitum. 

Faking the Horoscope 


While few horoscopes are perfect 
in the sense of flawless, likewise few 
are so bad as to call for instant re- 

‘jection, In any case if a girl’s 
age, hour and date of birth, etc., are 
such as to produce a hopeless horos- 
cope, it will become the plain duty of 
her parents to equip her with ans 
other horoscope, so that her pro- 
spects In life may riot be jeopardised 
later. The extreme importance 
attached to. horoscopes is a great 
incentive to fraud, and horoscopes 
are faked oftener than one ia led 
to suppose, No girl saddled with 
a poor horoscope can hope to make 
a good marriage, and it can easily 
be imagined that her parents would 
regard it as thelr bounden duty to 
provide hér with a new horoscope, 
—a better one of course. The 
temptation to deception {s all the 
greater, seeing that detection Js 
difficult: the secret 1s known to but 
a few and {s genérally well kept. 
Should, however, the truth leak out, 
the young lady concerned would have 
a very unhappy time ‘in her new 


home. Sneers and reproaches would 


be her constant lot, and she would 
be regarded as an intruder who 
gained admission into a respectable 
home by false pretences. 

To come back to thé narration of 


the three-day period during which’ 


the girl’s horoscope is being retain- 
ed inthe man’s ‘home, ff any un- 
fortunate - incident oceurs : daring 
that time, the horoscope’ is handed 
back to the git!’ family without 
further ado, as the initial stroke of 
bad luck {fs sufficient indication ‘of 
the unsuitability of the proposed 
match.. ‘Even the. mare breaking 
of a glass tumbler, a teacup, ora 
saucer fa by certain people consider- 
ed sufficiently omingua.. to. warrant 


the {instant rejection.of a horgscope.'

ceed beyond the stage of “conversa- 
tions.” The next important step is 
to choose an auspicious date for 
celebrating the formal betrothal. 
There is not much cumbersome cere- 
mony in connection with this event. 
The young man sends to his pro- 
spective bride through intermedi- 
aries a ring, oftener than not a 
couple of rings. These uaually 
take the form of plain gold bands. 
Then there are aluo the four, or 
sometimes six, packages of sweet- 
meats which the girl’s family accept 
for distribution among relatives 
The only return present from the 
ir) to her future husband is any 
suitable memento, usually taking the 
form-of a handkerchief. 

From the time negotiations begin 
to assume important dimensions, 
the increasing utility of the Chinese 
almanac becomes apparent. It has 
to be consulted at practically every 
stage of the long-drawn-out busai- 
nega, It is of the utmost import: 
tuice that the hour and the day ap- 
pointed for any ceremony should be 
designated as suitable and lucky tn 
the calendar; otherwise all manner 
of mischief may be expected from 
the numberless evil spirits, which 
walk abroad on the unlucky days. 

Another thing to be noted is that 
all things presented or accepted 
must be in twos, fours, sixes und 80 
on, always an even number, never 
odd. And then the predominant 
colour,— in fact the ‘only colour 
that is proper to the occasion—is 
red-—the colour of joy. Red lan- 
terns, red bunting, red robes, red 
tablecloths, red all the way through. 
Ted holds sway in all the schemes of 
decoration, be it of persons or 
things., Tradition gives to this 
colour pride of place on all joyful 
occasions. - 

Avoiding a Jangle 


dn the interval between the formal, 


betrothal and the actual marriage, 
there must take place a second ex. 
change of presents,—this time on a 
more elaborate and ostentatious 
seale. Gifts from the young man 
to hia betrothed must include, 
among other things, four objects of 
personal adornment wrought in gold, 
say, a bangle, an ear-ring, a hair: 
pin and: an ornamental belt buckle; 
also a complete costume, a pair of, 
shoes and stockings and other items 
of persona! apparel. The future 
parent-in-law, if they ate living, 
must ‘not be overlooked under any 
circumstances, for age does count 
for a great deal in the Chinese 
scheme of things. They are each 
presented with a complete costume, 
failing which a certain sum in cash 
wrapped in red paper is handed 
over, nominally for purchase of 
wearing apparel. The return pre 
sents from the girl include shoes. 
socks and a complete costume, not 
forgetting the fan. Likewise she 
must not forget her prospective 
parents-in-law who also come in for 
ashare, Then there are the usual 
large packages of cakes, These 
are generally distributed to all 
relatives, both of the bride and 
bridegroom, and great care must be 
taken not to overlook any branch of 
the family tree, otherwise there will 
be endless reerlminations from the 
party. whose pride is thus hurt 
through - being slighted. Many a 
Uttle “civil war’ can: be attributed 
to ‘such little acts of forgetfulness, 
so much so : that days before ‘the 
event, 9 ist ia carefully compiled 
for later use., 

By far the most important in the 
long ‘list of presents from the 
bridegroom is that which takes the 
form of silver. coins. These aro 
jaid out on large brass plates over 
which are spread thin pleces of red 
silk. The centre of each of these 
coins is daubed with vermilion 
‘paint, and they are arranged In 
sheaps on tha: lates, Each heap

motor car is, however, rapidly dis- 
placing the coolie, who is thus rob- 
bed of the opportunity of earning a 
neat little sum for comparatively 
light work. Accompany these pre- 
sents to the house of the bride is 
the special messenger, usually a 
scholarly alder of the community or 
some respected aged member of the 
man’s family. He is armed with a 
statement which elaborately seta 
forth the name, the hour and date 
of birth, the age and other relevant 
data concerning the young man, and 
it will be his duty when he arrives 
at the bride’s house to set down 
sise by side a similar statement re- 
iating to the ycung lady, This pre- 
cious décument is finally returned to 
the young man’s family for safe 
keeping, and in well regulated 
families it is immediately put away 
carefully among the family archives. 
The “Toilet Ceremony” 

We now come to the final chapter 
which- deals with the principal 
ceremonies immediately preceding 
the main event ond those that fol- 
low. When a propitious date for 
the marriage has been selected, a 
suitable hour: must be set aside for 
the “toilet ceremony,” which is the 
most important item in the celebra- 
ions, This is presided ‘over by a 
Mistress of Ceremonies who directs 
operations with meticulous regard to 
detail, As a preliminary, the bride. 
groom kowtows to the family god 
and then seats himself (facing the 
door) on an inverted wooden bucket 
placed in the centre of a large 
round, flat bamboo tray. Directly 
behind him, is placed another but 
smaller bucket, in which are put a 
amall hand mirror and a burning 
light. As a general rule, this Nght 
is extinguished when the “toilet 
ceremony” is over, but in families 
of sturdy, conservative folk it Is 
kept burning continually for three 
or even twelve days thereafter, 
during’ which period constant atten- 
tion is'necessary to feed the oil and 
trim the wick and to prevent the 
light from being blown out by a 
strong breeze. Should the light fail 
for any reason before the expiration 
of the appointed period, it is held 
to presage misfortune. The cere- 
mony itself is simple and brief, 
especially in these days when Chin- 
ese are queuclesay, The hair is 
combed a few times from the fore. 
head backwards, and this is usually 
done by a small child, perferably a 
brother or cousin of the bridegroom, 
guided by the vigilant M.C, In the 
old days it was necessary to do the 
man’s hair into a queue. His face is 
sprinkled a few times with water 
from a basin in whlch may also be 
seen Some flowers and a sprig or two 
of pomegranate. This symbolises 
the washing of the face. There is 
a curious belief that the water and 
flowers lef tin the basin have a great 


magical cure-value, especially when‘ 


applied to ailments contracted by 
people not long after being. present 
at the ceremony. 

The garments worn by the ‘bride- 
groom on this occasion are the 
“complete costume” given him by 
the bride. They are to be worn for 
three complete days during which 
period the man. is to take no bath. 
The same refors to the costume sent 
to the bride for wearing during her 
“toilet. ceremony.” When the cere: 
mony at the’ man’s home is ended, 
the M.C. repairs forthwith to the 
bride’s house where the same cere: 
mony is repeated with a few slight 
variations. This ‘time the affair 
must necessariJy be of somewhat 
longer duration, as more than a few 
symbolic touches: are’ - needed, for 
gome real hair-dreasing has to be 
done. (However the’ bob and shinglo 
are now coming into fashion, and a 
curtallment of ‘time may be’ expect- 
ed!) Although so closely identical 
to the thing performed at the man’s 
shortly before, the ceremony in tho 
girl’s home is by far more impres: 
sive and solemn, if not actually sad, 
which it often is, d 

The Vortex of Torture 

The forthtoming leave-taking of 
loved ‘ones and home, the dreadful 
uncertainty of her fate in the home 
she is about to enter, of which she 
can ‘know nothing and guess but 
Httle, the weeping relatives, the 
psychological ‘effect of the doleful 
music accompanying. the ceremony, 
—and 0 host of other influences, big 
and small, combine to make the 
“tollat -ceremony” a really trying 
ordeal for a young gir), who Is often 
reduced to a.terrible, state of mind, 
and breaks into’ violent sobbing, 
verging ‘on- hysteria towards, the 
cloge of the ceremony.

which she must be decked in her 
finery to await the auspicious hour 
when she is to be transported to her 
new home, The ceremonial robes 
worn by the bride deserve more than 
a passing mention, The most 
notable feature of the outer gar- 
ment is of course the traditional 
colour, a flaming red, relieved in 
places by embroidery work of the 
most exquisite designs. And,. as 
there are so many layers under~ 
neath, the bridal outfit may reason- 
ably be expected to cause extreme 
discomfort 
hours in a stifling heat, The head- 
dress is a§ elaborate as it is heavy. 
The hair requires to be so dressed 
that it can take firmly numberless 
ornamental hairpins, the whole , 50 
arranged ‘as to form a gorgeous 
tiara. Thus, if the family is rich 
the bride often carries on her head 
a considerable fortune in gold and 
precious stones. However, ordinary 
familles can always hire a complete 
bridal outfit for the occasion, and 
it would look just as chic,—only the 
gold and precious stones would not 
be ‘genuine. At the lucky hour the 
M.C, would lead the'bride to the 
vehicle which would convey her to 
her future husband, The gait is 
Important and {s often the result 
She is never 
to take long ‘strides, not éven, a 
short normal step—she has to 
shuffle along slowly by inchea, and 
with bowed head and eyes so intent 
on the ground just in front of her 
feet that,to an onlooker, she often 
appears to be moving with her eyes 
closed. A thin red veil is usually 
worn, but is now often discarded. 

In the. bygone ‘past she rode in a 
gaily decorated and brilliantly lit 
palanquin, which later was super- 
seded by the carriage-and-pair, 
which in turn with the passage of 
time had to yield place to the in- 
evitable motor car. As a red car 
with a red hood is not ordinarily 
procurable, the deficiency. is made 
up by ty!ng round it a strip of red 
bunting. When the M.C. and the 
bride are both safely seated in the 
car, care must be taken to gum a 
narrow strip of ‘red paper across the 
door from which the bride would 
alight on arrival, The female rela- 
tives then follow in other cars, the 
whole procession proceeding slowly, 
escorted on foot part of the way by 
the male relatives (uaually brothers 
if available) of the bride. A weird 
innovation of that which seems 
to be catching on is the 
practice of decking the car 
with fastoons of flowers, It is 
difficult. to understand the motive 
behind the change, except possibly 
on the, score that this departure is 
intended to soothe the olfactory 
nerves of the bride. 


Reception to Bride 

On arrival at her destination, the 
bride is not to alight until tho 
bridegroom emerges to 'recelve. her 
in person. ‘This he does by advanc- 
ing in measured paces to the car 
when he then performs three acts: 
first, tearing the strip of red paper 
gummed acroas the door and tucking 
{ft away in the cuff of his flowing 
robes, secondly, striking the car 
with hig fan, and Jastly, giving the 
footboard a gentle kick. He then 
opens the door from which the M.C, 
may lead the bride Into the house, 

where in company with the bride- 
groom she kowtows and tenders 
homage to the household god. This 
done she is led to the bridal cham- 
ber. (The Cantonese bride, by the 
way, is not led out'of the vehicle, 
but ia bodily carried into the house 
on the back of an attendant). Once 
arrived in the bridal chamber, the 
young man is permitted to remove 
the bride’s veil, and this would in 
normal circumstances be his first 
gaze upon the features of his future 
wife. But an enterprising young 
fellow would often see to it that he 
had had sight of his “girl” beforo 
this! He then unfastens the girdle 
of the bride’s gown, and she in turn 
would unloosen one of the buttons 
on his robe. They both sit down to 
partake of a kind of sweet cake 
specially prepared for the occasion. 
This takes the form and shape of 
pills dyed red immersed in Nquid 
sugar: Adter eating each from his 
and her own cup, the man would 
take from the girl's cup, and 
the girl from the man’s cup. When 
this symbolle feast ia over, the 
remains of both cups would be pour- 
ed together into a bow! which fs left 
standing. under the bridal ‘bed for 
twelve, or even a8 many as thirty 
days, ‘The bridegroom then gpes 
back to fetch from the car the sprig 

of. a.plant supposed to bring. luck 
and red pillow covers and two tiny 
oll lamps. The'sprig is thrown on 
the top of. the bed, and the pillow. 
covers ‘and. ‘the lamps. are placed 
underneath it, .- :

The father of the bride, it may be 
presumed, had already held'a few 
days earlier, one or more receptions |, 
at his own house in honour of. tho 
event. It is now the turn of the 
bridegroom to invite his own and 
family friends ‘to a grand dinner. 
Up to this stage interest in the 
festivities connected with the mar- 
riage have mainly been confined to 
relatives of the contracting parties. 
But on the evening of the third day 
friends and well-wishers get an op-| 
portunity of jolning in the festivi- 
ties. A big banquet is given; and 
a Chinese wedding dinnet is in every 
sense a truly sumptuous affair. It 
fa not for nothing that Chinese hos- 
pitality is world-famed. 


Teasing the Bride 


The bridegroom must receive his 
guests In person, assisted sometimes 
by two “bestmen” or the Chinese 
equivalent of such. During the 
course of the dinner, he is escorted 
round the guest tables, at each of? 
which it is his duty to spend a short 
time. Dinner over, the guests re- 
palr to the bridal chamber to see 
the bride and to congratulate the 
happy couple.., This is also the oc- 
casion for apéech-niaking, and ad- 
vantage is very often taken to tease, 
the bride. This « latter practice, 
originally: 2 happy and innocent 
custom, has of late years been 
shamefully exploited to such impos. 
sible lengths as to turn the scene 
into something very nearly resem: 
bling a’ riot. If the bridegroom 
happens to be a harum scarum sort 
of fellow, {t has become the estab- 
shed practice to pay him back on 
this occasion by ragging him mer- 
cifeasly. The point .seems. to be 
overlooked that it Is not the bride-! 
groom but the bride who is called 
upon to bear the brunt of what 
must to her be a_nerve-rack- 
ing ordeal. Not a few of 
the speeches made may not be in 
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Then there are the 
people, who having partaken too, 
freely of thelr. host’s hospitality, 
would conceive It to be great fun to 
do a ceremonial parade on the bridal 
bed and wind up the proceedings by 
staging. a poker game on it, To 
such extremes can & homely custom 
be abused!

; WHEN THE SAMURAI FELL 

When the feudal aystem fell and 
the clans were abolighed in 1872, 
writes Dr. S, Miyake in Japan Over- 
seas, the samurai had but one-tenth, 
of their fornier incomes. Econoniy 
became perforce the rule.and small 
houses. .My father, a physiciisn by 
calling, fehaved like the rest, and 
one of his Chinesé poems.under the 
title “Removal” runs as follows: 

Far from the madding’ crowd, 

This quiet place I found. -' 

Nobody talks to me now, 

But a few lines of  incense- 
smoke. ; 

Oh, what a long winter day! 

Many a sémurai went in for com- 
merce only to suffer, Some it- 
tempted to become tobacconists, 
some tofu men, completely  dis- 
regarding the most simple principle 
of demand and supply. One 

_ Samurai-tofu-man felt yo ashamed 
of his unarmed figure that he wore 
a sword about hia waist and: cried 
about “to-fu-liii——! 

Samurai who had formed the 
ruling class in the days of the 
Shogun, were in a most miserable 
situation, especially thoae who had 
been devoted to the Shogunate. In 
striking contrast, those who jot 
posts in the new government gained 
enormous power, At that time, 
the highest Government official re- 
ceived n salary of 800 yen, and the 
ordinary Cabinet member got 500 
yen. The value of yen being sev- 
eral times as high as to-day, 
the leading officials av well as the 
retainer of the fxmous four clans 
Satsuma, Choshu, Tosa and Hizen, 
were able to lead a tuxurious life. 

In the days of Yedo, licensed 
houses existed for the special enjoy: 

“ment of daimyo who frequented! 
them incognito. ‘Such importance 
qwas attached to the. girls that their 
procession appeared to be quite as 
vorgebus as that of a daimyo. In 
order to enjoy the stately plea- 
Zure of daimyos, millionaires visit 
ed such prostitutes. When the new 
Government mioved to Tokyo, the 
main officials in power, all being 
still quite young, went to. the 
Yoshiwara, and some even attend. 
ed the office from there. In those 

* days Government officials usually 
had concubines, ‘and it was regard: 
ed quite as a matter of course that 
evary officin) should have some 
such women at home and some 
more geisha away from home. 


Time. to Reform 


When the authorities of the 
Government had been plotting to 
overthrow the Batufu regime in 
Kyoto, they ofter. visited geisha, 
and as they went on frequenting 
geisha houses’ even after the 
Restoration, students used to sing: 
“Though sleeping on the fair laps 
drunk, the whole realm shall be 
under my feet. if awake!” regard- 
ing such conduct ag their Ideal, 
Okuma, who had dealt with geisha 
often enough together with Ito and 
Inouye, not ao much because he 
loved it as because he abhorred ‘to 
be second, suggested one day to 
both: “Now, that we have all as- 
sumed~ such high offices, we had 
better stop visiting geisha houses”, 
to which they both agreed. Okuma 
kept hia word to the end, but the 
other two resumed their former 
habit. 

The important personages of the 
new Government fiad to dress up 
in full court costume or wear long 
trousers, acccording to their 
respective court ranks, And they 
left. a Jot of funny episodes, Some 
one, wearing @ new offictal coronet 
on his head, was writing ot a desk 
close by the Imperial seat. Now it 
happened that the toronet began to 
incline steadily forward.. It was 
quite funny to see his lantern jaws 
stretched to hold the chinstrap lest’ 
the.crown should fall, As ft'was 
in the presence of the Emperor, all 
the audience was near bursting 
with suppressed mirth, It was not 
uncommon to sé¢e people stumbling 
by, catching their own long 
trousers in projections. 

A full court dress and an ordin- 
ary dress coat were ‘prescribed’ by 
the authorities in 1872, and the old 
court dreas discarded except on oc- 
casions of religious celebrations. 


‘The new dresses were after the]. 


example of France. After a brief 
‘return to olden times, they advanc- 
éd suddenly into the’ western style. 
‘Foreign clothes hed been worn but 
very rarely before the Restoration,

Change to European Style 

The visit to Europe by Prince 
Iwakura did much to oncouyage 
European _ styles. The Kaisei 
School und the Technical Dormi- 
tory, which ‘later on grew into the 
present. Imperial University, first 
dared to westernize education with 
public funds. The teachers were 
almost all foreigners, and both 
offing and foo Were in foreign 
style, although afterwards all these 
too nove! attempts were repealed. 
When before the revolution, Ito, 
Inouye and three other samurai of 
the Chashu clan sought refuge in 
Britain, Professor Alexander Wil- 
liamgon of the University of Lon- 
don took very good care of them. 
At the establishment of the new 
government he assisted it in em- 
ploying foreign teachers who turn- 
ed out so well that’the students 
were influenced very greatly. Even 
the military and naval academies 
owe much to tho foreigners’ aid. 
There were Indeed some avaricious, 
selfish and ignorant foreigners, 
but some were so gentle that they 
reminded the ‘students of men of 
complete virtue. 

Through the victories over China 
and Russia, Japan became one of 
the Powers of the world, neverthe- 
less, in so far as the matter of 
clothing was concerned, the people 
could not but have recourse to 
foreign styles, and men sought 
after the example of Britain and 
women after that of France. 
doubt clothing has much to do with 
morale, so men tended to follow the 
example of the British gentleman, 
And then Pruasia’s victory over 
France affected Japan in many 
waya, but in spite of that, they 
could not help following the model 
of the British gentleman. Even 
continental Europeans would order 
their clothes from London, and 
some Japanese, feeling quite 
ashamed unless they behaved like 
a British gentleman used to make 
their appearance in frock coat, silk 
hat and gloves, with walking stick 
In hand and never spoke loudly and 
acted in the deliberate British 
manner. It came to be taken for 
granted that one should dress lke 
2 British gentleman if one want- 
ed to look respectable. This par- 
ticular idéa outlived not a few 
changes of the world. Even when 
Germany was enjoying the acme of 
her prosperity; her ‘'nfluence fell 
short of affecting the standard that 
Japan had adopted from Britain as 
her ideal manners. 

Foremost For Wealth 

Then the War broke out, over- 
throwing three great empires and 
enabling America, to stand fore- 
most for wealth in the world, The 
old type of British gentleman in 
frock coat and top hat even became 
ridiculous and morning dress and 
soft ‘hat became the ordinary 
costume, and later still, morn- 
ing coats: were discarded as 
too ceremonious and — lounge 
suits were enough, with no need 
for talking in suppressed tones. 
On top of these, the Labour party 
arose in Britain, and the president 


of that party accepted the Imperial]; 


command to form a cabinet, to the 
embarrassment of the imitators. 
Notwithstanding, Japan has never 
failed to ascertain where the world 
ts going; for instance, at the Im- 
perial party this year, morning 
coats were worn. 

America has made such progress 
as to stand superior to any other 
country on earth and ‘to have all 
her people drive autos, but has not 
ease or composure. The Russian 
Empire that once threatened the 
whole world is now replaced by 
USSR. However, the really 
gentlemanlike gontleman is still 
found in the British gentleman. 
The old noble gentleman made way 
for the labourer and the labouring 
gentleman appeared, as witness the 
present Premier and his - Cabinet 
members. Frock coats and, silk 
hats. fell off, but the same cannot 
be said of the gentleman himself. 
There Is no knowing If we will find 
a new gentleman in» America or 
elsewhere, but wo see the typical 
gentleman still in the British 
gentleman,

DARING COUP MADE! 
BY ROBBERS 


$46,000 STOLEN IN BROAD 
DAYLIGHT 


MOTOR BANDITS 

On Friday last Shanghai was 
again atartled by a robbery of the 
most daring description, when a 
bank messenger accompanied by an 
armed guard was ‘held up. by five 
men at the pistol’s point, in an 
alley-way off the Bund, not more 
than twenty paces from the latter 
thorough-fare, and were robbed of 
$46,000 In notes, 

Shortly before three o’clock, a 
messenger from the Joint Savings 
Society, accompanied by an armed 
escort, was about to enter the 
Commercial Bank of China, 7 The 
Bund, to make a deposit of $46,000 
to the Iatter bank. The entrance 
to the Commercial Bank [s situated 
in the alley-way which lies mid- 
way between Foochow Road and 
Canton Road and joins up with 
Szechuen Road at the other end. 

As the men approached the en- 
trance to the bank, they were aud- 
denly pounced upon by five robbers, 
three of whom were armed. The 
latter fixed’ their attention on the 
guard, who found himself staring 
down the muzzles of three dan- 
gerous looking pistols.: The guard 
was disarmed, and the robbers 
then turned their attention to the 
messenger, who was soon divested 
of the sum of money which he was 
carrying in a pig-akin attache case. 

Ata pre-arranged signal, the five 
men dashed off to a waiting auto» 
mobite which was standing ready 
for them facing the Bund, with en- 
gine running. The whole affair 
took place in a few minutes, and 
before the surprised messenger and 
guard could collect their wits, the 
car, carrying the daring despera- 
does and their booty, had disap- 
peared in the direction of the 
French Conceasion, 

The guard, who was the first to 
come to his senses, then commenc- 
ed to blow his police whiatle, and 
goon after Central ‘Police Station 
were, in possession of the full de- 
tails of this daring hold-up. 

It seems to be a matter of cer- 
tainty that the men concerned. in 
the robbery must have been fully 
acquainted with the movements of 
the messenger, and must have had 
Knowledge of the large sum of 
money which was being carried.— 
Shanghai Times. : 


BOOTLEGGING BEE 


Strange Story from 
America 


The spectacle of a Prohibition 
agent trying to arrest a awarm of 
bees for violating the dry laws 
would add much-to the joy of life, 
suggests an editorial in the 
Boston Evening Transcript, which 
carries the surprising information 
that these busy little insects have 
turned to bootlegging. . 

The news, says the New York 
Literary Digest, comes from Nor- 
folk; where there is a warehouse 
holding 60,000 tons of sugar, Not 
far away lives a man who keeps 
bees. Not long ago the bees dis- 
covered the sugar, aid ever since 
they have been invading the ware- 
house and helping themselves to 
the contents for honey-making pur- 
poses, Transcript further says of 
the actual and possible conse: 
quences of these depredations. 

“The honey is said to have a 
kick like a mule, clearly indicating 
an alcoholic content in excess of 
one-half of 1 per cent. The news 
has gone abroad, and the bee- 
keeper reports a rising‘demand for, 
the product. There is created a 
situation of many interesting pos- 
sibilities. - 

The Problem 

"In the first place, there is the 
interesting problem the industry of 
the bees presents to the mea learn- 
ed in the law. Does the law of the 
excellent Mr. Volstead apply in the 
premises? To the layman it does 
not seem that honey, even with @ 
kick like a mule, could be described 
as manufactured for beverage pur- 
poses. But.if the law is enforce- 
able, are the bees to be adjudged 
guilty or is their owner? ; 

; “The incident suggests” future 
‘possibilities.. It- may: create. a 
aimultaneous demand for bees and 
sugar. Bootleggers may turn to 
beehives forsa stock in trade and 
become as busy as a bee. It is con-, 
ceivable that the consumption of 
sugar will become so great that 
owners of plantations in Loufsiana 
and beet-sugar fleids in Utah will 
censa to chre about the duty, re-

|STORY OF ROBBERY 
ON’ SAMPAN 


TRIAL OF FOUR MEN AT 
SESSIONS. 


EVIDENCE OF THE VICTIM 

The four Chinese who are charged 
with robbery by two or more, on a 
sampan owned by a widow named Lo 
Ngan, again appeared before Mr. 
Justice J. R. Wood this morning. 

Mr. H. RK. Holmes, in opening the 
case for the Crown, stated that Lo 
Ngan and her daughter, Ng Kun, 
tan a small passenger boat in the 
On the night of Febru- 
ary 17, about 6.30, the four men 
hired the boat from them, 
telling them to row them 
off to the 8.8. Changte which 
was out in the stream. © The 
boat was hired at a point-near the 
Wing Lok wharf. As they were 
nearing the vessel, two of the men, 
Chan Cheung and Wong Ping, seized 
the elder woman by the feet, and 
dragged her from the seat where 
she was rowing. They then took 
from her a jade bangle ‘and 50 cents 
-dn cash, 

“Save Lffe” - 

At the same time, Chung Kau 
(called Number one) and Li Nam 
(Number four) held up the younger 
, Woman, and stole from her a pair of 
' gold and rattan bangles and $10.67 
In cash. The accused then told 
the women to row them to Kowloon 
Point but afterwards wished to be 
taken to Shamshuipo, Eventually 
the boat reached a point near the 
Victoria Junk Anchorage, where- 
upon the younger woman called out 
Cargo boats in the 


four accused jimped into the water. 
It was alleged that they pushed the 
younger woman into the water, 
from where sho was-picked up bya 
dinghy, 

The accused were picked up by 
the cargo dinghies, and Iater put 
aboard, a Police Jaunch. Chan 
Cheung was found to"have a jade 
bangle and a gold and rattan bangle 
‘In his possession. my 

Prisoners’ Statements 

In a-statement Inter, the ~ first 
prisoner. sald that he had not been 
long in Hong Kong. His friends 
had asked him to go abroad.’ The 
second man admitted that he went 
aboard the .boat with intention to

third man had asked him to go. 
He told Wong Ping (the 
third prisoner), that he had no 
knife, whereupon Wong Ping told 


him not to fear, as “they were only. 


women on the boat.” - 

Wong Ping, in turn, accused Li 
(the fourth man), of 
suggesting the robbery. ' He 
safd that the old woman and the 
girl would testify that he had not 
touched them. 

_ Li Nom stated that hia friend, 
the second prisoner was going 
abroad. He did not go on the boat 
with the intention of committing a 
felony. 

Overbalanced and Fell In 


Later when the four men were 
brought before the Magistrate, they 
all admitted that they did‘ snatch 
bangles and money from the women, 
but said that they «did not 
push the younger: one ovorboard. 
They stated that she overbalanced 
and fell in. Second deferdant ad- 
mitted that: he had put his hand 
over the younger woman’s mouth, 
and had his finger bitten. He was 
in the bow of the boat at the time.
